Neighbour 
disturbed about 
Randwood 
development 

While the Advance’s 
reporter wrote accurately 
about the Planning 
Department’s information 
session on the proposed 
development of Randwood, 
I would like to tell it from 
the perspective of a resi¬ 
dent who lives within the 
Randwood walls. 

What is being proposed 
for the Romance Inn & 
Artistic Centre includes 
adding five new buildings 
to the now exiting three. 
Building coverage would be 
60,000 sq. meters on 13.15 
acres of land with 200 park¬ 
ing space allotted for a 106 
room hotel, artists’ studio, 
conference centre, wedding 
venue site, spa, and a 


restaurant seating 200. The 
owners are asking that the 
property be changed from 
institutional to commercial 
zoning. 

I sent a email to the Head 
of Planning asking that the 
owners of the property 
open up the gates of 
Randwood on Thanksgiving 
weekend. I have had no 
reply from him. 

Opening up the gates 
would give people a chance 
to stand on the property 
and try to visualize how 
close die "Distribution 
Centre" will come to their 
homes on Christopher St. 
and Weatherstone Court. 

We would also like to see 
exactly how far the concert 
site will be from our homes. 
If I can hear the music from 
Jackson-Triggs in the sum¬ 
mer, how loud will the 
music from the band that 
will play at the wedding 
receptions be? 

I'm told that the owners 
have had two archaeologi¬ 


cal digs on the property and 
"found nothing". How can 
that be? If the Butler 
Homestead site in St. 
Andrew's Glen yielded 
6,000 artefacts (now housed 
at the Museum), how could 
two archaeological digs on 
the present property come 
up with "nothing"? 

If the Romance Inn is 
approved as planned, this 
will mean years of con¬ 
struction trucks on 
Charlotte, King, and John 
Streets. And later, many 
trucks to bring supplies to 
the new hotel rooms and 
large restaurants. And 
when conferences and 
wedding receptions are 
held at these two hotel cen¬ 
tres (including Vintage Inns 
on John at King), there will 
be even more. 

Can the current infra¬ 
structure of Niagara really 
withstand this?

Off the auditorium is a bar 
area and a kitchen with 
appliances and walk-in cool¬ 
er, designed for ease of cater¬ 
ers at private functions. 


Accessible from the out¬ 
side or the library will be a 
small cafe, which will be 
leased and run privately, 
providing refreshments and 
a place to sit and relax. There 
will be a storage area for the 


exclusive use of the cafe 
operators, a kiosk for the 
library to sell used books, 
CDs and magazines, a patio 
and a common area that can 
be used by patrons, or by 
those using the library who 
just want to sit and read. 

That common area, with 
moveable tables and chairs, 
can also be used as an over¬ 
flow area when there is a 
reception or other event in 
the auditorium. It opens on 
to a patio, and like all the 
rooms of the new centre, is 
flooded with outdoor light 
In the case of the cafe, there 
are walls of glass, but 
throughout the centre, that is 
the one common feature you 
can't miss—lots of light, 
huge windows, most with 
views of vineyards or green- 
space, residential neigh¬ 
bourhoods in the distance. 

The light is the defining 
feature upstairs, where an 
oval track wide enough for 
jogging and walking lanes is 
bordered by walls with win¬ 


dows, two distinct fitness 
areas for basic equipment 
inside the track, which is 
accessible by elevator. 

Lawn bowlers will be giv¬ 
ing up their beautiful club, 
the little green oasis on 
Regent Street, but when their 
season begins next year they 
will have a regulation-sized 
green and their own meeting 
room with adjoining kitch¬ 
enette during their season, 
to be rented out to other 
groups when the bowlers are 
not using it. They will have 
locked space to store their 
equipment when not in use. 

Perhaps the most exciting 
aspect of the centre is the 
flexibility of its space. A co¬ 
ordinator will be hired to 
look after scheduling and 
attract new programs and 
activities, but there is so 
much versatility it is easy to 
believe few residents of 
NOTL will not find them¬ 
selves visiting the new com¬ 
munity centre for some¬ 
thing, whether it’s for casual 




exercise upstairs, an art dis¬ 
play downstairs, a coffee 
with friends or a meeting of 
one of the many social clubs 
in town. In fact the facility 
will likely be meeting needs 
that haven’t even been con¬ 
sidered yet. 

And although there will be 
user fees—yet to be deter¬ 
mined-bookings for private 
functions are expected to 
subsidize the public enjoy¬ 


ment of the facility, hopeful¬ 
ly keeping costs reasonable 
and at a rate that excludes 
nobody. 

Yes, it is going to be a spec¬ 
tacular, and best of all, 
financed with federal and 
provincial funds so that the 
municipality is paying just 
over $2 million. What a great 
deal for taxpayers, and what

skipping one coat in the painting 
process is appealing. When one 
reads the very small print on the 
can, however, it becomes clear 
that some surfaces may require 
two coats of the paint as a primer 
coat before the unspecified num¬ 
ber of finish coats are applied, so 
potentially four coats of paint.

Anticipate spring with new bulb 
plantings. Plant bulbs in groups of 


three or five, about two-and-a-half 
times deeper than the size of the bulb, 
pointy end up. Be sure to include two 
to three inches of mulch with new 
plants. Rake leaves onto flower beds 
and around shrubs and bushes to cre¬ 
ate a warm blanket that protects plants 
against severe cold, or add a layer of 
quality mulch. 

Eliminate potential winter homes for 
garden pests by ensuring sheds, 
porches and sheltered alcoves are 
tightly closed and cleared of items 
that encourage nesting. 


An ounce of prevention: Take the 
time now to ensure gardening tools 
are in perfect condition. If you use a 
spreader for either fertilizer or seeds, 
remember to empty the bin. 

Clean all your gardening tools. 
Sharpen all cutting edges, including 
your lawn mower blade. 

Lubricate all pivot points and spray 
bare metal and cutting edges with 
penetrating oil to prevent rust. Wipe 
wooden handles down with linseed 


Drain the water from all hoses and 
then coil and hang them so they won't 
sag or kink.

As the Shaw Festival pre¬ 
pares to celebrate its 50th 


season, it does so with “a 
great deal of pride in its 
achievements of its past,” 
says executive director 
Colleen Blake, and also look¬ 
ing forward to the next 50 
years, “continuing to be rele¬ 
vant and involved in the con¬ 
versations of life.” 

The festival has grown and 
changed incredibly from its 
volunteer-organized begin¬ 
nings, when a staged reading 
and a production of Bernard 
Shaw’s Candida were per¬ 
formed a total of eight times 
over a few summer weekends 
in the Court House—with no 
air conditioning—to 800 pro¬ 


ductions over an eight- 
month season in three the- 

"That is pretty astonishing. 
I don’t think anyone in the 
early days had any idea,” says 

There have been ups and 
downs and diffi cult years in 
between, she adds. 

"Where the economy goes, 
tourism goes, and us along 
with it. Although we’re not- 
for-profit, 70 per cent of our 
income is dependent on rev¬ 
enue. That makes us very vul¬ 
nerable.” 

But the festival has finished 
a terrific summer, she says. “It 


has been great to watch the 
audiences roll in, and with 
them a lot of new people.” 

A $30 ticket for anyone 
under the age of 30, a pro¬ 
gram to ensure there will be a 
next generation of theatre¬ 
goers, has been very success¬ 
ful—it grew 20 per cent over 
last season, she says. 

And that’s why it’s so 
important to focus on rele¬ 
vance, says Blake, “although, 
inevitably, when you go to 
see a Shaw play, you discover 
there is relevance today. 
There is so much that Shaw 
and other writers have to pass 
on to us. Many of those inter¬ 


esting and relevant ideas are 
still around.” 

And many modem play¬ 
wrights write with the same 
social conscience and pas¬ 
sion as Shaw and others of his 
era, says Blake—including 
two who will be featured this 
coming season.
